Newcomer Integration Grants Program 


The Newcomer Integration Grants Program was 
introduced in 1977/78 as a means of effectively 
involving the community in the newcomer integration 
process. The thrust of the Ministry’s grants policy is 
to assist community organizations and public institu- 
tions to define newcomer needs, and to develop 
innovative projects which will help in meeting those 
needs. The grants program seeks to promote citizen- 
ship development through community participation 
projects, designed to smooth the integration process 
and to lead the newcomer to full and equal citizen- 
ship. It also builds on and extends the scope of the 
work carried on through the Branch’s regular 
programs. 


How ‘To Apply 


All local Newcomer Integration Grant requests 
should be channelled through the Ministry’s field 
offices, located in regions throughout the province. 
Requests from provincial organizations should be 
addressed directly to the Newcomer Services Branch. 
Please see centre pages for addresses. Applicants are 
advised to consult with Ministry staff before 
submitting their applications. Processing of a grant 
takes approximately three months from receipt of a 
completed application by the Ministry. 


What Is Required From The Applicant: 


1. A grant application form (MB22) available at 
Ministry offices. 

2. A project commitment form for each project 
available at Ministry offices. 

3. Acurrent, audited financial statement from the 
organization. 


4. A satisfactory report on projects funded by the 
Newcomer Services Branch in the previous year. 


When To Apply 


All requests for second and third year funding, from 
organizations which are also funded on a fiscal year 
basis, should be submitted to the local Field Services 
Branch Office by APRIL Ist. Requests from 
organizations which were funded in the previous 
year, but are reapplying for a different project should 
also submit grant requests by APRIL Ist. 


All other applications (i.e. new projects or those 
with later starting dates) should be submitted to the 
local Field Services Branch Office no later than 
JULY Ist. All groups are encouraged to attempt to 
meet the APRIL 1st deadline. 


Grants Categories 


Four grants categories provide a general framework 
within which the Ministry can provide assistance. 
Funds are available to assist in the following types 
of projects: 


1. Newcomer Needs Assessment 


e Examining and/or assessing the literacy, orienta- 
tion, citizenship and official language instruction 
needs of immigrants and the capacity of existing 
resources to meet those needs. 


2. Community Programs 


® Co-ordinating projects for newcomers, including 
community outreach. 

® Recruiting volunteers to work in newcomer 
integration projects. 

@ Developing and providing official language 
training, orientation and citizenship development 
projects for adult immigrants. 

e Developing special cultural and recreational 
projects aimed at furthering immigrant integration. 
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3. Professional Training 


e Training and/or upgrading of community teachers, 
group leaders, and volunteers working with adult 
immigrants through workshops, seminars and 
conferences. 


4. Learning Materials 


¢ Developing learning materials for use with adult 
and/or preschool immigrants. 


Projects 

1. As of the 1977/78 fiscal year, projects must have 
a specific time frame, with Ministry funding not 
extending beyond three years. The organization is 
responsible for re-applying each year. An 
evaluation is expected at the end of each year or 
more frequently, as agreed, to determine whether 
continued funding will be available. 

2. New projects must not duplicate services or 
activities already available in the same geographic 
area. 

3. Projects will not be considered if they intend to 
provide services which are properly the concern 
of other ministries or levels of government. 
NOTE: The federal government, through 
Employment and Immigration Canada (Settle- 
ment Mission) supports direct counselling, infor- 
mation, referral and advocacy services. These 
services are not eligible for Newcomer Integration 
Grants. 

4. Projects of a political or sectarian nature will not 
be funded. 

5. Grants for the construction of capital facilities are 
not available through this program. 

6. Salaries may be claimed as part of the costs only 
for persons directly involved in the project. 


Grants Criteria 


Eligibility 
The organization may be a community-based, non- 


profit group or agency, or a public institution such 
as a municipality or school board. 


1. The Organization: 


a) must demonstrate capacity to implement the 
project successfully. 


b) must be incorporated or seek co-sponsorship 
from an incorporated community organization. 


c) must subscribe to the intent and spirit of the 
Ontario Human Rights Code. 


d) must maintain adequate financial records ad 
must be willing to provide an evaluation of 
the project. Evaluation requirements will be 
determined at the beginning of the project by 
Ministry staff with the organization. The 
organization must submit an evaluation report 
within two months of the completion of the 
project, as well as additional interim report(s) 
as determined by Ministry staff in co-operation 
with the organization. 


The use of the grant is subject to audit by the 
government of Ontario. 


2. Funding 


a) In general, only partial funding of projects will 
be made available to eligible groups. Total 
funding of projects will be considered only in 
exceptional cases and after organizations have 
provided evidence that supplementary sources 
of funding have been explored, including 
community financial support and community 
contributions in kind. 


b) Funding to public institutions will be 


considered for experimental or pilot projects, 
and on a shared-cost basis. 


c) A project supported through a statutory grant 
may not be supported by a Newcomer 
Integration Grant. 

d) For projects which are national in scope, the 
organizations must demonstrate that they have 
secured funding from the federal government 
and/or other provinces. Applicant organiza- 
tions must have an Ontario branch, office, 
chapter or committee and the proposed project 
must be of direct relevance to Ontario 
residents.
